Chicago, August 16.—A_ special from 
Tucson, Ariz., says that Dr, P. P. M. Smith 
of Hagerstown, Md., and a party of min- 
ing men, who have just returned from the 
Ripsey mines, report the fall of an im- 
mfense meteor, which struck the desert 
about two miles north of Hall’s ranch, 
and about the same distance south of the 
Ripsey mines.

Cupboards were 
upset, dishes thrown down and the houses 
trembled as a leaf. 

The noise was like that of many cannon 
fired simultaneously. The air for miles 
around was filled with sulphurous gas 
and the meteor came down red and smok- 
ing. 

It covers about two acres of ground, ap- 
pearing to be imbedded hundreds of feet 
in the earth, and now forms a great 
nrountain in the A herder’s hut 
and corral were in the meteor’s path.

Selma, Ala., August 16.—(Special.)—W. J. 
Holley, a prominent planter and a reliable 
man, was a visitor to Selma today.

CZAR’S BERLIN VISIT 


Press Discussing the Contemplated Tour 
Warmly. 


WILL GO TO. VIENNA FIRST 


Itinerary Did Not Suit Emperor Wil- 
liam Exactly When Made. 


GREAT MILITARY DISPLAYS TO BE ARRANGED 


Both Czar and Czarina Will Command 
Troops—Prince Bismarck Grow- 
ing Stronger. 


_— ———— — 


Berlin, August 16.—The question which 
is now agitating the minds of the inhabi- 
tants of the German ¢éapital is, will the 
czar come to Berlin. 

Up to this fime it has merely been offi- 
cially anounced that, the czar and czarina 
will be the guests of the emperor at Bres- 
lau and Goerlitz, but as Vienna ani Paris 
will be the scenes of elaborate receptions 
to the Russian autocrat and his consort, 
the Berliners are jealously anxious lest 
the czar and czarina should be slighted 
here. 

The Berlin and pravinclal newspapers are 
variously discussing the question and The 
matter is the subject of much argument 
in the cafes and other public places. 

Some of the newspapers, in the course 
of their articles, point out tne advantages 
of Breslau as the scene of the reception 
of the czar in Germany, while the others 
assume a pessimistic tone and declare their 
belief that it is the intention of the Rus- 
sian emperor to come here, but to give to 
his visit an aspect of minor importance as 
compared with his visits to the Austrian 
and French capitals. This sort of thing 
has aroused the leaders of the official cir- 
cles as is evinced by an inspired article 
in The Cologne Gazette, which not only 
sharply rebukes the grumblers, but is 
s2emingly intended to give positive inti- 
mation to the public that ft is not the 
intention of Nicholas II to visit the city of 
Berlin at all and has not been from the 
first. 

Awaits the Czar’s Decision. 

The paper makes no direct announce- 
ment to this effect, however, and the whole 
matter probably awaits the definite decis- 
ion of the czar. There has been a prolonged 
sesties of communications between fhe 
German and Russian cabinets in reference 
to the sequence of visits proposed by the 
czar, and it is generally presumed that 
full and final arrangements have been con- 
cluded. Some time ago a tentative commu- 
nication from a Russian source suggested 
that the ezar should make visits to Vienna, 
Munich and stadt, prior to his meet- 
ing the kaiser, but this programme was 
in no way acceptable to Emperor William, 
who set the diplomatic machinery to 
work to effect the changes which he desir- 
ed made in the czar’s itinerary. The result 
of the efforts of diplomacy was that the 
Russian cabinet maintained their conten- 
tion that Vienna must take precedence 
over the German capital, inasmuch das 
Emperor Francis Joseph’s was the older 
imperial court, Berlin coming next. This 
view of the matter was acquiesced in by 
the emperor and according to the existing 
arran nts the ezar svi start from 
Kransnoerselo,, on August 24th, accompa- 
nied by Prince Lobanoff-Rostovsky, the 
Russian minister of foreign affairs; Gen- 
eral Count Vorontzoff-Dashkoff, chief of 
the ministry of the imperial house and im- 
perial domains, and six other attendants 
of exalted rank. 

Will Be Closely Guarded. 

The customary extreme precautions will 
be taken in the matter of guarding the 
railroadg over which the imperial party 
will pass and in protecting his majesty at 
other points along the route. 

Upon the arrival of the czar at Vienna 
he will be received at the station by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph in person, who will 
conduct the Russian emperor to the Hof- 
burg palace. The programme for the en- 
tertainment of the czar in Vienna in- 
cludes a grand state performance of ‘‘Ma- 
non’ at@the Imperial poera house and a 
concert at the Hofburg palace on the fol- 
lowing day. 

Before finally leaving Austria the czar 
will pay q visit to the ex-queen of Hanover 
and the duke and duchess of Cumberland, 
at Gemunden, 

The czar and czarina will arrive at Bres- 
lau on September 5th, and the German 
emperor and empress with a brilliant as- 
semblage of princes and other notabilities 
will greet them at the station, where a 
guard of honor consisting of the Emperor 
Alexader of Russia's grenadiers, of 
which the Czar Nicholas II is thé chief, 
will await them. This regiment, together 
with the Second regiment of dragoon 
guards, of which her majesty, the czarina, 
is the chief, has been ordered to Breslau 
especially for the occasion. In addition to 
these troops 14,000 veterans will form a 
double line through whitch the czar and 
cezarina and their suites will pass upon 
leaving the station. The two days of the 
visit of the Russian emperor and empress 
to Breslau will be largely taken up by mil- 
itary reviews and parades in the course of 
which the czar and czarina will lead their 
respective regiments* past the Kaiser. A 
gala performance will be given in the the- 
ater in honor of the visitors on the even- 
ing of Sptember 16th. Among the person- 
ages of note who are expected to assemble 
at Breslau to take part in the honors of 
the Russian emperor and empress 
are, the king of Saxony, Prince 
Albrecht, regent of Brunswick; Prince 
Heinrich, the count of Lurin, nephew of 
King Humbert of Italy; Prince Albert of 
Belgium; representatives of the courts of 
Bavaria and Wurtemburg; Captain R. Kk. 
Evans, military attache to the United 
States embassy, attaches to the foreign 
embassies and legations in Berlin, the earl 
of Lonsdale and Lord Charles Beresford. 


Maneuvers at Goerlitz. js 

On the morning of September 7th all of 
the imperial guests will go to Goerlitz, 
where there will be more military parades 
and maneuvers. On the evening of Sep- 
tember 7th the czar and czarina, with their 
suites, will take their departure for Copen- 
hagen, unless in the meantime it shall be 
decided that the Russian imperials visit 
Berlin. A suggestion that the three em- 
perors meet at Breslau has been qyite 
seriously discussed, but it is not probable 
that such a meeting will take place. The 
emperor on August 22d will attend the un- 
veiling of a monument in Berlin in honor 
of the third regiment of foot guards. 

Arrangements are in progress for a sport- 
ing week in Berlin from September 2th to 
September 27th upon the lines of the an- 
nual sporting week in Dresden. The em- 
peror has been asked to become a patron 
of the sports, . 

The health of Prince Bismarck, according 
to The Hamburger Nachrichten, is now 
very good, indeed. The ex-chancellor has 
resumed his former long walks, end is 
even meditating a resumption of his prac- 
tice of horseback riding.

Schellendorff’s Retirement.

General von Hahnke, the chief of the em- 
peror’s military cabinet, over the proposed 
changes in the military code of orocedure 
which have already been explained in these 
dispatches. If the statement made yester- 
day that General Schellendorft’s resignation 
is not due to the army-reform question be 
generallv accepted as true, it wil) not make 
a particle of difference, so far as the -et- 
ter informed circles are concerned. The von 
Hahnke military cabinet embodies the en- 
tire opposition to the war ministry, end 
still controls the kaiser’s action, consequent- 
ly Von Hahnke’'s views are likely to frre-, 
vail. The departure of General Schellen- 
dorff with the ministry strengthens the ex- 
pectation tnat Prince Hohenlohe’s with- 
drawal from the chancellerie will rot be 
long delayed after the czar has concluded 
his visit to Germany, as Prince Hohenlohe 
equally with General Schellendorff, is 
pledged to the reichstag in behalf of the 
reform of the military courts. It may be, 
however, that the reforms will be tempor- 
arily shelved should an eastern crisis de- 
velop, Prince Hohenlohe retaining his post 
until the international situation clears up. 
It‘ was the eastern complications that 
caused Prince Hohenlohe to go to Wilhelm- 
shohe to see the kaiser, and upon his re- 
turn here he called the members of the 
cabinet to Berlin. Herr Thielen, minister 
of public works, was the only member of 
the ministry in Berlin, the others being 
absent on their vacations, but Dr. von 
Boetticher, vice president of the council of 
ministers, and Freiheer Marchall von Bie- 
berstein, minister of foreign affairs, were 
immediately summoned to take part in a 
conference of ministers. These members of 
the cabinet will remain in Berlin for the 
present, while Prince Hohenlohe, pending 
the arrival of the czar, has gone to Werki, 
Russia, with his wife and daughters on 
private business.

Chamberlain Asked Questions to 
Which He Answers. 

London, August 16.—Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colonies, 
was questioned today regarding the state- 
meat made by The Sunday Sun, to the 
effect that the Transvaal had entered into 
& treaty with a foreign power contrary 
to the Anglo-Boer convention of 1894, and 
that Great Britain tad demanded an ex- 
planation from the Boer government. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the colonfal 
Office did not attach importance to the 
news. 

Mr. Chamberlain will invite Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes to testify before the parliamentary 
committee appointed to inquire into the 
administration of the British South Africa 
Company and into the origin and circum- 
stances pf the incursion into the Transvaal 
by an armed force. Mr. Rhodes will prob- 
ably be the first witness.

ADJUNCT TO NAVAL WARFARE. 


Ships Pass {hrough the Baltic-North 
Sea Canal with Ease. 

Berlin, August 16.—The plan in connec- 
tion with the German naval maneuvers to 
test the strategic value of the Baltic-North 
Sea canal has been carried out without a 
hitch. 

Thirty-nine warships have traversed the 
canal in thirty hours without an accident 
of any kind. This performance, in view 
of the adverse foreign comment upon the 
capacity of the canal, is regarded as a 
feat that greatly enhances the value of 
the waterway, showing, as it does, the 
rapidity with which warships can pass 
from one séa to the other. 

Emperor William is delighted with the 
result of the maneuvers and is particularly 
pleased with the successful passage of the 
canal, 

Thousands Die of Cholera. 

Cairo, August 16.—xihe official cholera 
statistics show that during the past week 
there were 1,091 deaths from the disease 
throughout Egypt. The total number of 
dcaths since the outbreak of the scourge 
is 14,78. 


EXPRESS STRIKE HAS TWO SIDES 


Officers of the Company Say It Is 
Over—Strikers Say Not. 

New York, August 16.—The strike of the 
employes of the Adams Express Company 
continues in this city and Jersey city, but 
everything was quiet about the yards and 
offices of the concern today. 

The strikers held no meetings at their 
headquarters in this city and none of them 
gathered there in the course of the day. 

At the offices of the conrpany Superin- 
tendent Miller was early on hand and 
gave out a statement in which he said that 
the company had engaged M30 bright and 
intelligent young men to take the places 
of the strikers. Mr. Miller said that the 
strike was practically over so far as the 
company was concerned. He added that 
the company would be able to handle 
per cent of its business tomorrow. 

The company’s pier at Jersey City was 
covered with freight today. The agent, 
Mr. Temple, said that while work had been 
slower than usual, they had succeeded in 
getting it finished. All the cars had been 
unloaded, two were sent out yesterday for 
the west and two were then being filled 
with merchandise for New England. A 
number of experienced men came from 
Philadelphia and worked afl Saturday 
night, 

“We have no trouble in getting men,” 
said Mr. Tenrple. “Of course they are 
new, and have to be taught, but tn a short 
time wilf be as competent as the old men. 
We are now doing well and Rave all our 
work up.”’ 

One of the strikers said today that, 
despite the rosy reports of Mr. Temple, 
the company was in bad shape and by 
tomorrow morning would have 5,000 pack- 
ages on the Jersey City pier, and would 
be unable to move them.e He declared 
that the company had sent out agents to 
try to induce the skilled men among the 
strikers to return to work.

‘We have come on a Sabbath afternoon,” 
said Mr. Ethridge, “because we deem our 
mission is sacred when a human life is at 
‘take. We have come to make a2 personal 
appeal to you for the life of Arthur Hanye. 
Unfortunate as the man may be, and as 
desperate as his chances for life may be, 
we have not thought the case hopeless as 
long as we have one to whom we may 
make a last appeal. We ask that out of 
the magnanimity of your generous heart 
you spare this life- from being sacrificed. 
“There seems to be an impression among 
the minds of a few that the object of our 
call this afternoon is to ask for a pardon. 
That is far from the truth. We do not ask 
a pardon: we only pray that a commuta- 
tton to life imprisonment may be granted.” 
Mr. Ethridge spoke at length up the 
doubtful circumstances existing in the 
case. He said the evidence had been tn 
part contradictory, that Hanye and Spinks 
were the best of friends, and taking every- 
thing in consideration, it seemed to him 
that {t was a case in which executive 
clemency might well be exercised.

Rates are constantly changing 
all over. this country and it is a large part 
of Commissioner Haines’s business to ad- 
just rates in his territory to meet the rates 
of roads beyond his jurisdiction. If he is 
restrained from altering rates and if the 
roads are restrained from cutting, it will 
not be long before the rail lines from the 
west wiil play havoc with the rail lines 
from the east. A strict and perpetual in- 
~ Junction would be worse than a war, be- 
cause wars always have an end and the 
roads go back to making money. A perma- 
nent injunction on some roads and not on 
others would continually injure the former 
to the profit of the latter.

That the State Is Doubtful—Free Coin- 
age Wave Is Carrying Every- 
thing with It. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 16,—(Special.)— 
Alabama will give Bryan and Sewall in 
November a larger majority than Cleveland 
and Stevenson received four years ago. 
There is no use of either side, democratic 
or republican, paying any attention to 
statements that Alabama could be placed 
in the doubtful column since the “sound 
money” democratic movement started, for 
not one bit of aid is going to be rendered 
the anti-democratic ticket.

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TOM’S CHUM, “KID” 
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The Gambler Has Reformed and Is 
Fighting Vice. 


HE USED TO LIVE. IN GEORIGA 


Was Working on the McDuffie Jour- 
nal When Tom Watson Was 
Writing Its Editorials. 
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Georgians who remember “Kid’’ Royal, 
who was for a time employed on The Mec- 
Duffie Journal, in Thomson, when Tom 
Watson was running a department for that 
paper, will be surprised to hear that “Kid,” 
who has achieved considerable celebrity as 
@ gambler, has“*reformed and is now ac- 
tively engaged in a crusade against all 
kiad of gamblers and sonfidence men. 

The news comes from St. Louis that 
“Kid” has offered his services to the Civic 
Federation for the purpose of exposing all 
of the criminals with whom he formerly 
associated. 

The news that he had reformed created 
something of a sensation in St. Louis, 
where. Mr. Watson's former colleague 1s 
best known. The Republic of that city 
publishes an article about the Georgian of 
more than a column and illustrates it with 
the ex-gambler’s photo. Speaking about 
“Kid” The Republic says in part: 

“Yesterday morning ‘Kid’ Royal sat in 
the ante-room of the mayor's office at the 
city hall, ‘Kid’ Royal $s the only reformed 
confidence man and gambler in the world 
who exposes and executes gambling tricks 
for the benefit of the unwary. He was 
after a license authorizing him to expose 
in St. Louls gamblers and other swindlers. 

“He is a Georgian, and he has one of 
those round, frank, genial and freckled 
Georgia faces, crowned with brick-top hair, 
that speaks more of the plow than of the 
green cloth. Nevertheless, he has been a 
gambler and confidence man for twenty-five 
years past, his career as such having ter- 
minated only four months ago, when be 
took to revealing the secrets of his trade. 
His object is to prove to the most in- 
veterate ‘sycker’ on earth, as well us to 
the latest recruit in suckerdom, that no 
man on the outside stands the faintest 
show of winning against a professional 
game, be the game what it may. 

» Sergeant McGrew and Private Secretary 
Clarkson were in the ante-room. They be- 
came interested in ‘Kid’ Royal, the mild- 
faced, and before they knew where they 
were ‘at’ that reformed gentleman ad 
them deep in the mysteries of craps, with 
loaded or sized dice, three-card monte, 
the shell game, and a poker deck of cards 
‘stacked’ with three sets of threes in two 
manipulations of the deck while they were 
looking. 

Royal Is Very Skillful. 

‘There is no doubt of ‘Kid’ Royal's skiil. 
He can make the dice roll sixteen times at 
one throw, and come up just what he calls 
for. He can shuffle the pea under the 
shells in such a way that vou are dead 
sure you've got him, and that he must be 
the clumsiest of fakirs, and when you 
name the shel! that covers the pea, it’s no 
more there than your grandmother. He 
can work a mechanicat hoid-out wp his 
sleeve that will keep any card in reserve 
that he wants, until he wants it. He can 
handle a deck of cards in such a way as 
to almost justify their ancient title of ‘the 
devil's handbooks.’ 

"tl do more toward breaking up crap 
games and suppressing gambling than the 
police,’ said ‘Kid,’ as he came out. ‘Who's 
going up against a game when he's just 
been shown that he stands no more chance 
than a poor man at a cash sale”’ 

“Mr. Royal is a very candid gentleman. 
“I’m not in this for my health,’ he said; 
‘and I don't play it as a religious racket. 
I took it up because I saw that it was 
pleasanter and safer than gambling. I give 
a lecture, showing all these gamblinj; and 
confidence tricks; also the green goods 
game, the gold brick scheme, the methods 
of bunko, or confidence men, the short 
change racket, the wire-tapping gag, and, 
in fact, allsthe tricks by which suckers 
are caught, and then I sell my book on 
the subject. A man has no more excuse 
for getting roped in on any of these deals 
after I’m through with him than he would 
have for sticking his hands in the fire, 
knowing he was dead sure to get the worst 
of it.’ 

“Then, incidentally, ‘he mentioned that he 
was interested in politics, in a kind of 
way, ‘Tom Watson, of Georgia, is running 
the same paper now that I used to own 
and run once, when ] was out of gambling 
for a time—The McDuffie Journal~publish- 
ed at Thomson, Ga, Consequently, I’m 
sot of interested in Tom.’ ”’ 

Those who know ‘“Kid’’ Royal best do 
not think that his interest in Mr. Watson 
will add much strength to the populists’ 
candidacy. 


NOT OV.ER SEVEN MILLION BALES 


King, Cotton Expert, Says the Crop 
Will Be Very Short. 

Denison, Tex., August 16—R. M. King, 
the cotton expert, and who has a corres- 
pondence with the entire cotton belt, issued 
the following bulletin yesterday:

probably see the bulk of the north Texas 
crop ready for the market, if not sold. 


GREAT DAMAGE TO CROPS 


Caused by the Dry Weather of the 
Past Month. 


Cuthbert, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)—The 
prolonged and excessive dry and warm 
weather has been disastrous to certain sec- 
tions of the county in the way of damage 
to crops. Many estimate their crops short 
at least 25 per cent, while there are others 
who go as high as §O per cent. Showers 
have fallen lately in some sections of the 
county. In some instances it will do the 
crops some good, while in others it is said 
that the crop is so far gone that rain will 
be of no material benefit.

LEGAL REGISTRATION. 


Hion. William H. Fleming Discusses 
the Question. 

Augusta, Avgust 16.—(Special.)—As wired 
you yesterday, the populist paper here, The 
Daily Tribune, has begun its accustomed 
charges of illegal registration, and Hon. 
William H. Fleming, the congressional 
neminee, has prcmptly written a letter to 
those in charge of the registration list, dis- 
ccsuntenancing all fllegal registration. As 
this subject will not be confined to Rich- 
mond county, however, and as Mr. Flem- 
ing’s letter is an importunt statement of 
the law, he being the author of the new 
registration law, the letter in full is sent. 
It may be valuable as a. guide in other 
counties. The letter is as follows: 

“Mr. Zach T. Keener—I learn that you 
have immediate charge of the active work 
of registering democratic voters in this 
ccunty for the approaching election. 

‘| desire to say that as the democratic 
candidate for congress from this district, I 
heve made a contribution to the campaign 
fund, and will make another, if necessary. 

“Having this interest in the matter, I 
write this note to urge upon you, and to 
insist, that you give our political opponents 
no ground whatcver for charging wrongful 
practices upon us in connection with the 
registration lists. Doubtless such charges 
will be made, no matter how careful you 
may be. But let us conduct the registering 
in such a clean, business-like way as to 
be ready at any time to challenge proof of 
every charge of illegal conduct. 

‘Even the most scrupulous persons must 
recognize that in political campaigns there 
are many items of legitimate expense. It 
is perfectly legitimate for us'to pay the 
back taxes of any voter who is otherwise 
qualified, whether white or black. It is 
perfectly legitimate to employ workers to 
search out voters who have not registered, 
and urge them to register. So far from 
objecting to that kind of work, I am heart- 
ily in favor of it, and I hope we will suc- 
ceed in registering every man in the county, 
from one end to the other, who is otherwise 
qualified, and who is willing to cast a demo-

WAR VESSEL OFF BRUNSWICK. 


Whether It Is a Spanish Gunboat or 
an American Ship Is Not Known. 

Brunswick, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)— 
Either a Spanish gunboat or American 
man of war is patrolling the coast of 
the Brunswick customs district.

INITIALS A TURTLE’S SHELL. 


Thought To Have Been Carved Nearly 
Sixty Years Ago. 

Valdosta, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)—The 
shell of the mammoth Irwin county turtle, 
which was captured in the Alapaha lake 
some weeks ago, has been on exhibition 
here and the shell bears out the description 
given of it by its captors. It, was proba- 
bly the largest loggerhead turtle ever cap- 
tured in the state, the shell of it being as 
large as a sirup barrel. It was estimated 
to weigh 250 by its captors. Ons the shell 
Was engraved the initials, ‘J. H. A., 1838,” 
which was thought to have stood for Cap- 
tain J. H. Alexander, who lived in that 
section of the state about that time. The 
monster turtle was caught by a party of 
fishermen, headed by Mr. Sam Clyatt. 
They declare that the shell was covered 
with a green substance like petrified moss 
until it was boiled, then it was of natural 
color and the initials appeared plainly. 

Mr. G. A Cawthorn, a farmer on Mud 
Swamp, was in the city today with an old 
Indian pipe which his children unearthed 
while plowing in a field a few days ago. 
Besides the pipe they found a large 
amount of Indian earthen ware, spikes, 
etc., which led to the belief that the place 
was‘ once an Indian rendezvous. There 
were many bidders for the relic, but- Mr. 
Cawthorn decided that he would not part 
from it.

The mercury in, the official thermometer 
of the government weather bureau, on top 
of the United States building, rose to % 
d@grees yesterday aftennoon soon after 2 
o'clock and held on at this height for sev- 
eral hours. 

It was one of the hottest days of the 
excessively hot weather, only two-tenths of 
@ degree below the maximum temperature 
of the great hot spell. 

Forecaster Marbury held out a ray of 
hope Saturday night in the shape of news 
from the northwest which declared that 
the low barometer, which was responsible 
for the heat, had given way to an area of 
higher barometer, which should bring cool- 
er weather if conditions continued favora- 
ble These conditions, however, did not 
prove favorable by any means yesterday 
and instead of cooler weather, the mer- 
cury rose several degrees higher than it did 
any day since the record breaking Tuesday 
of last week, when the official thermometer 
recorded a higher notch than it has before 
on any August day in ten years. 

Those Who counted on a cooler day than 
usual yesterday and were brave enough to 
wear high collars with their Sunday suits 
lived to regret it before the day was over. 
Ninety-six on top of the United States bulld- 
ing in a thermometer shaded from the sun, 
means a temperature in the vicinity of 100 
degrees on the pavefments of the street 
below. 

There was a great deal of discomfort and 
even suffering yesterday in the hot hours of 
the afternoon, but the drop in tempera- 
ture during the late hours of the afternoon 
Was enough to bring about much relief. 
Last night the atmosphere cooled sufficient- 
ly to make the night delightful. There was 
a fall of 9 degrees between the hours of 4 
and 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

HINES AND BUCK WORKING IT 


Republicans Will Act on the Proposi- 
tion at a Meeting Today. 


CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEETS AT NOON 


Several Prominent Republicans Speak 
Out Strongly Against the Pro- 
posed Fusicn—What It Will 
Mean if It Is Ac- 
complished. 


The proposition to fuse the populists and 
p@ublicans in the presidential race, the 
details of which were laid bare in yester- 
day's paper, has stirred up a hornet’s nest 
of opposition. 

ome of the leading negro 
are bitterly opposed to the plan and will 
fight it to the death. Such leaders as 
Smith EKasley, F. H. Crumley, H. L. John- 
son, A. A. Gerdon, W. A. Pledger and oth- 
ers are out and out in their antagonism to 
the scheme, and say that if Colonel Buck 
perfects an arrangement by which fusion 
between populists and republicans is to 
be effected, they will not follow hint. 

The fusion proposition is intended as a 
stone for the killing of two birds. It will 
help the populists to carry the state for 
Bryan and Watson and will help the pop- 
ulist state ticket vastly in the coming elec- 
tion. The hope of the populist leaders is 
that by joining forces with the republicans 
Seab Whight will be elected governor and 
the populist state ticket named. 

But only such leaders of the republicans 
as Colonel A. E. Buck want populist fu- 
sion. The vast majority of the rank and 
fle of the republicans are bitter in their 
opposition to the proposition to join the 
two parties, which have nothing in com- 
mon. 

The negroes of the republican party are 
amost solid in their support of Governor 
Atkinson. They say he has shown himself 
tobe just and fair to the negro in his ad- 
ministration, and they intend to support 
him. Ninety-nine per cent of the negroes 
much prefer Atkinson to Seab Wright. 
They have come out strong and flat-footed 
for the present governor. For the reason 
that they want to see Governor Atkinson 
re-elected they have opposed the putting 
out of a state ticket by the republicans. 
They will not follow any movement of 
Colonel Buck that has as its object the de- 
livery of their votes to the populist ticket. 
Judge J. K. Hines will come in for a 
grand share of disapproval from many 
populists. It was he who first held ont the 
ready hand to the republicans—men abso- 
lutely and diametrically opposed to the 
Views which he holds. He has been re- 
garded as a brave and patriotic leader, de- 
voted to the accomplishment of the thing 
aimed at in the platform, but his readiness 
to join with the bitterest foe to his ideas 
hes called down upon him a world of crit- 
icism. Judge Hines, in conference’ with 
Boss Buck, is not the sort of spectacle that 
will enthuse the rank and file of the pop- 
ulists of Georgia. They will not, as a 
whole, swallow the fusion dose that he is 
Preparing for them.

What Crumbly Says. 

F. H. Crumbly says: 

“Since November, 1881, when I was dis- 
charged from the service of the standing 
army of the country by reason of expira- 
tion of term of enlistment, I have resided 
continuously in this state and city, During 
that time the democratic party has exalted 
some of her most illustrious sons to the 
chief executive of the state.

ed innocence of the parties adjudged guilty: 
who has the manhood to call upon. those 
who have the state’s prisoners in charge 
to show cause why they should not be 
fined for violation of law in the mistreat- 
ment of the wards of the state; a man who 
was the first of all s oo og to say that 
the county tn which an lost his life by 
mob violence, should by law be held Hable 
in recovery of damages in any county in the 
State; a man who does not discriminate 
against a people because they are black, in 
the discharge of his duty as the servant of 
the people; a man who gave his presence 
in the parade on the opening day of the 
exposition, in 1895, and rode in rear of 
negro malitia; who was so proud of the 
negro building and exhibits therein, that 
he came with every distinguished party of 
visitors to that building who visited our 
great exposition, and took special pride 
in directing the president and his cabinet’s 
attention to the excellence of the negro ex- 
hibits. The interest of President Collier in 
the negro exhibits was no greater than 
that of our governor, W. Y. Atkinson. The 
regro women who have had occasion to 
visit our chief executive have all admitted 
his manly qualities: he has always treated 
them with the greatest respect. They have 
Istood in our churches and halls and praised 
him in the choicest words. The negro wo- 
men visiting us from the north, east and 
west during the congresses held here at our 
exposition all say that the lamented Russell, 
of Massachusetts, never treated them more 
respectfully. 

**‘Now, in the face of all these unprece- 
dented facts, will the negroes allow any man 
or set of men to pledge their votes to an- 
other class of democrats who are unknown 
to us? Shall we give up a certainty for an 
uncertainty, because the party with whom 
we are identified says so, when that party 
is not led by one who is of us, who Knows 
full well that the negro nor the few lily 
whites can reasonably hope to carry the 
state in any election at this time? But 
for the impression made abroad, they ask 
the negro to vote with the populist, who is 
as much opposed to republican success as 
the straight-out democracy. I hope the 
negro of Georgia will vote for the man who 
has made his record as a friend, and pay 
no attention to populists, nor prohibition- 
ists, nor any one for the time has 
come when we must be independent in 
political action, without regard to the rules, 
usuages and customs of the past.

A. A. Gordon Talks. 


A. A. Gordon. says: 

“Much has been said recently ‘through

He was a born minister and his superior 
gifts were at once recognized and he 
soon made for himself a most enviable 
reputation as a minister and as a gentle- 
man, He preaches a strong and forceful 
sernfon and one that holds the attention 
of the congregation. He preaches with 
am earnestness that causes him to be 
magnetic, and his sermons are always 
short and well delivered. 

When he first began his work as a min- 
ister of the gospel Dr. Bayliss preferred 
missionary work to that of any other 
kind and succeeded in getting appointed 
to do this -kind of work. He worked as 
a missionary fn England and in many 
places in America, When called by the 
West End church he was located in south 
Florida, doing fine missionary work there. 

He gives as his reason for not accepting 
the call the fact that he is to go back 
to his old English home next May and 
dislikes to become pastor of a church 
without being able to keep it for a number 
of years. He is extremely fond of the 
congregation of the church that called 
him and but for the existing clrcuntstances 
would have accepted the call. 

The Church of the Incarnation of West 
Knd, though one of the youngest Kk pisco- 
palian churches in the ctty, is one of the 
most flourishing. The congregation has 
just completed one of the handsomest 
church buildings in the city. The build- 
ing cost a large sum of money, but not- 
withstanding that fact the church is on as 
sound a financial basis as any other in the 
city.

Dr. Bayliss conducted the services at 
the church yesterday morning and last 
night.

At the morning 
Service he preached an excellent sermon, 
and one that he delivered in an impressive 
manner. His text was taken from part 
of the fourth verse of the twentieth chap- 
ter of St. Matthew: “Go ye also into the 
Vineyard,” 

After informing the congregation of the 
circumstances that prevented him from 
actepting their kind call, he said: 

““"Go ye also into the vineyard.’ The 
church of Christ continually voices these 
words ef the householder in the parable 
of the laborers in the vineyard, 

“Generations of men have heard and are 
gone, but, like the lord of the vineyard, 
here again is the voice of God's holy 
church speaking to us today: ‘Go ye also 
into the vineyard.’ For those that have 
gone, her work is done, her responsibility 
is over. Now the church ts occupied with 
us, the living. Soon the coming genera- 
tions, already passing On, will hear the 
cry pointediy addressed to them as it fs to 
us today: ‘Go ye also into the vineyard.’ 

“But what is the vineyard? What do we

understand by this figurative expression? 
Where and what is it? The vineyard is 
human life—our ‘life—our work in this 
present world. The Master has sent us 
inte the world for a purpose, and the 
church, repeating this familiar cry, like 
the hoygeholder at the different hours of 
his livig day, reminds us of God’s pur- 
pose and plainly bids us see this momen- 
tous nratter. 

“This brings to our minds the wetghtlest 
of all questions—life. It is a wide, deep 
subject as regards one individual life; how 
much more is it so when we consider that 
no two person's lives are just alike. 

“Life in its manifold phases; life hurry- 
ing on to that inevitable change, when 
soul and body part company; life in the 
present, transforming us more and more 
into the image of God's dear Son or grad- 
ually, yet surely, bringing us into the 
likeness of the prince of the powers of dark- 
ness. This last is life without God—man 
by or for himself; man his own measure 
and his own end. 

“The divine warning has sounded per- 
sistently and clearly to an unrighteous and 
ungodly world. Need any ask whether 
it has been widely heeded? No need to 
pore long over the pages of book after 
book of Old Testament history—a glance 
here and there speedily shows nran’s blind- 
ness and perversity in sin. Not ifn many 
cases his avowed determination to have 
nothing to do with God and His com- 
mandments, brought to him by the prophet 
or sage of old, but rather his pride, his in- 
gratitude, his discontent, his carelessness 
and his unwillingness to stop and con- 
sider the matter—to see how he stands be- 
fore his Maker; to think about God's won- 
derful gift of life to man, and with it the 
inseparable right to choose good or evil— 
man’s free will. 

“For many centuries the church has 
done good work, but in all that time we 
find Httle change for the better and we, 
in our day, find few thinking about the 
great problem of life. They are either 
so busy or so idle that they do not think. 
They take life just as it comes—broken up 
into day and night, business and rest, 
trouble and pleasure, youth and age, but 
they do not think about life as a whole. 

“They do not think how it stretches 
across this and beyond this present short 
and narrow avenue, which we comnronly 
call life, and piercing the veil of death 
becomes an endless walk in the realms of 
God. 

“They do not comprehend that Nfe ts a 
grave reality, a personal responsibility. 
The church has ever tried to fulfill her 
responsibility in the matter. Year by 
year the gospel messa:;e is proclaimed. 
The whole round of teaching is gone 
through. The church cannot make the 
individual devout or holy; that rests with 
himself or herself. This responsibility 
rests On each of us, and we are con- 
tinually seeing how largely people have 
failed to discharge this corresponding and 
personal responsibility. This responsibil- 
ity of man will have to be met with and 
considered sooner or later. It is insep- 
arably bound up with life and none can 
contract themselves out of it, or lay it 
aside or have done with it forever.”

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UNDER CAR WHEELS 


Son of J. K. Hunter Meets with a 
Horrible Accident. 


MANGLED AT OPELIKA, ALA. 


Was Beating His Way on a Freight 
When He Fell Between the Cars. 
Death Expected. 


James Hunter, the twenty-year-old son 
of J. K. Hunter, of this city, was thrown 
from a freight train passing Opelika yes- 
cerday morning at 4 o'clock. 

The boy fell beneath the wheels, and the 
entire train of cars passed over his left 
leg, mangling it horribly. 

His body was bruised and lacerated by 
heing dragged over the ties, and he is said 
to be internally injured. 

A telegram was received by his father 
yesterday just before noon, and Mr. Hunter 
took the first train for Opelika. When the 
boy’s father left home he stated that he 
would return with his son last night, pro- 
vided the injuries were not more serious 
than the message announced. Mr. Hunter 
did not return last night, and it is sup- 
posed that the condition of his son is tva 
critical to permit moving. 

Late Friday afternoon young Hunter told 
his parents he was going to make a short 
trip into the country to see a friend, and 
would be absent several days. He had 
frequently visited this friend, who lived 
about eighteen miles from the city. 

Instead of going to his friend’s home, he 
boarded a West Point train and started 
for Auburn, where he has an aunt. 

As far as Opelika he successfully beat 
his way on the freight, but as the train 
rattled over the switches, it is supposed he 
was thrown from his position on the car 
upon which he was riding. He fell between 
the cars, and the train passed on without 
any one knowing of the accident, 

Hunter screamed with agony, and his 
cries for help attracted the attention of two 
men who were near the station. He was 
carried to the depot platform, where he re- 
mained until medical aid could be sum- 
moned. It ts said his condition is critical, 
and his death was momentarily expected 
last night. 

“We received four messages from Mr. 
Eckles, of Opelika,’’ said Mrs. Hunter last 
night, ‘and my husband left immediately 
for Opelika. He was to have returned to- 
night, but I am afraid his delay means 
that Jim is dead. I don’t know whether 
he was beating his way on the train or 
not, as the telegrams did not give the 
particulars. 

“T have a sister living in Auburn, Ala., 
and I believe Jim was on his way to her 
home when he fell from the train.”’ 
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Constitution from Opelika last night: 
Opelika, Ala., August 16.—(Special)—A 
horrible accident happened here this morn- 
ing at 4 o'clock. A young white man named 
Hunter, son of J. K. Hunter, a prominent 
city official of Atlanta, Ga., Was beating his 
way on a night train, and either jumped or 
fell off near the passenger depot here. 

He fell under the wheels and the entire 
train passed over his feft leg, grindi&g 
bone, flesh and muscle into a pulp. 

His agonizing cries attracted the few peo- 
ple who were near the spot. He was laid 
on the depot platform, where for hours his 
life blood ran slowly out. Medical aid was 
finally secured, and he is-still alive, though 
sinking. 

His death {s momentarily expected. His 
relatives were summoned from Atlanta and 
his father reached here tonight. 

An accident at the same place, and under 
the same circumstances, happened a short 
time ago, in which a white man named 
Howard lost his life.

Professor Lundy H. Harris, of Emory 
college, preached one of the best sermons 
heard in the city yesterday, at 11 o’clock at 
Trinity. 

Professor Harris is a deep thinker and 
fluent speaker, using brilliant rhetoric. As 
@n orator he will rank among our best pul- 
pit divines. He kept a large audience for 
forty-five minutes greatly interested in his 
finely polished sentences and fluent, easy 
delivery. He preached another fine sermon 
at Trinity last night. In the morning Pro- 
fessor Harris based his remarks 
upon the opening verses of _ the 
fifth chapter of Matthew, and _ dis- 
cussed “‘The Character and Mission of the 
Ideal Christian.” The beatitudes he under- 
Stood as Christ’s statement of the qualities 
that enter into and constitute Christian 
character. These qualities are not natural 
dispositions, but dispositions begotten by 
the spirit of God. Hence, the Christian 
character,- as appears from its inter- 
nal constitution as well as from certain 
external proofs, is not of this world. But 

lle it is not of this world, yet it is in 
this world and really proves its essential 
dignity and grandeur by refusing to retire 
to-some point out of relations with human- 
ity and by electing instead to associate 

With men for the purpose of serving them. 

Being what it is and being in the world, 
it subserves two purposes. First, it con- 
Serves the moral forces in society and saves 
Society from disintegration.

Then we are to save 
him from the power of mental suggestions, 
of ideas and sentiments that rise within 
or come from without. The speaker again 
quoted from modern psychologists to show 
the power of ideas in taking possession of 
man, changing the course of his life. mak- 
ing him a new creature, and in this don- 
nection pointed out particularly the meth- 
od of Cassius in sowing the seeds of a new 
life in the mind of Brutus, with its results; 
as also the blindness of a person infatuated 
With an idea, as depicted in -Tolstoi’s 
story of “Anna Kerenina.” The preacher 
further said that we are to be saved from 
the influence and power of bad habit, and 
claimed that we do not understand or real- 
ize how much of our life is. merely the ac- 
tion of habit.

Watts, the lad, 
and the kettle lid, Franklin with his string, 
kite and key, the match and the great 
fire of Ohicago, the muskrat hvule in the 
dyke that protected Holland, the word from 
a mother to a boy on leaving his home, 
the lift to a man falling—all are little acts 
in themselves, but great events in mens 
histories, and nations’ triumphs turn on 
the smallest pivots. The door key in Frank- 
lin’s hand apened the doors of all the 
electric chambers of God’s universe; the 
trifling opening made through the dyke 
that preserved Holland, was potent he- 
cause it led to the sea, and the strong 
word from the loving mother to her part- 
ing boy opened the boundless sea of moth- 
er love and led him to realize God’s love 
all the years of his wanderings. This in 
physical, in morals. Wher placed in: the 
scale of mighty possibilities things, oppor- 
tunities and events are to be viewed as of 
infinite importance, 

We need to make use of each occasion 
and seize every opportunity to do gooa, 

2. To help Christ brings blessings and re- 
wards, Men readily realize that vice pays 
its vietim. The sting of remorse is felt 
and the peng of despair is said to be 
natural; but it is as natural to rejoice 
and experience peace after acts of virtue. 
The rewards of virtue are richer, because 
virtuous acts reach deeper into man's 
nature and are wider in extent tnan all 
else. The benefactors, the alleviators of 
suffering, the liberators of the race are 
earth’s lasting heroes. The rewards of 
bearing with Christ the cross are sure, 
Everything else may fail, but virtue will 
reward, 

3. Look at the nature of the reawrds. 
They are constant and endless. They come 
from heaven. Thev are the same in nature 
as their author. The everlastingness they 
bear is His nature. They project themselves 
into eternity and are traced back to the 
heart of God. The reward for cross bearing, 
in a word, is character. There is nothing 
permanent but character. You are build- 
ing daily. Devote your life to Christ and 
you build wisely. He judges them to be the 
men of worth who are the men of work,

HER FUNERAL AT NIGHT. 


Mrs. S. M. Bricges’s Funeral Occurs 
After Shades of Night Had Fallen. 
One of the strangest and most Solemn 

scenes ever witnessed by the people of At- 

lanta was the funeral of Mrs. 8. M. 

Bridges, which took place Saturday night 

at 8 o’clock from the Glenn street Baptist 

church, 

Mrs. Bridges died Friday at the residence 
of her husband on Ira street. It was 
necessary that the remains be shipped to 
Cartersville early yester@ay morning and 
for that reason the funeral was held Sat- 
urday night. 

About 8 o’clock Saturday night those 
living near the church were surprised to 
hear the bell begin to toll, There were 
no services that night and for this rea- 
son there was more mystery about the 
tolling of the bell. 

A few moments later the residents of that 
portion of the city were stjll gredter sur- 
prised to see a funeral procession pass 
slowly by headed by a large black hearse. 

The funeral procession was one of the 
most solemn and most weird ever seen. A 
funeral procession is solemn enough dur- 
ing the day, but at night it is vastly more 
so. The procession was led by a hearse 
and the mourners and their friends follow- 
ed on foot. the distance being short. As the 
procession passed under the electric lights 
the shadows that it threw made it look 
wierd and unreal, 

At the church the regular funeral cere- 
mony was gone through with. The sermon 
was preached by Rev. Virgil Norcross, 
assisted by the pastor of the church. Af- 
ter the services the friends of the dead 
woman were allowed to gaze for the last 
time on’ her face and then the procession 
began its strange march back to the resi- 
dence, 

This is probably the first time that funer- 
al services have ever been held in a church 
at night in the history of Atlanta, It 
very often happens that the services are 
held at the home of the deceased when the 
body is to be sent away, but never before 
were the services held in a church and a 
hearse used. The oldest undertakers in the 
city say that this is the first case of the 
kind that they can remember and is what 
they call a romantic funeral.
